State Representative Donald. E. Deuster (K. Mifhde-. , 
lein ) has introduced legislation to restore the drinking age 
in Illinois to-21;years of age for all alcoholic beverages as 
it was prior to 1973. 

Deuster said: 

'"'Ever since the 197II amendment which lowered the 
-IllhTO*is : drinking-agc^om^l-to ; 19-for~beer-and_wine.pnly, 

drinking among teenagers has increased" drastically, and 
the growing number of young people who are. injured and 
-killed inhighway-accidents involving the. consumption _of 
alcohol is truly'alarming." , 

.Deuster said that "the 1973 amendment allowing 19 and 
20 year olds to drink beer and wine has also caused serious 
problems to creep into the social life of our high school 
students. Drinking has .contributed to the* rapid rise in 
teenage vandalism." . ' 

Deuster also believes the present Illinois law is morally 
confusing. . _=_- ^1: 

"Who can really lecture to a 19 year old thM beer is 
right, but a whiskey sour is wrong?" he asked.

If you've ever been called 
an "oar' before, maybe this 
will help. 

You don't need fast feet to 
have good footwork. Although 
it helps, it's mare important 
to know where and how to 
move. i ^- 

When your opponent makes 
contact with the ball, you 
must be in a relaxed neutral 
position, from which you can 
move quickly in several 
directions. : 

What must be prevented 
are the too numerous oc- 
casions when you find 
yourself going one way while 
the ball goes another; This 
occurs less often If you un- 
derstand a few general rules 
of strategy: - 

1. In a baseline rally, the 
ball that b hit cross-court has 
a better chance of going in: 
the net is lower and the 
distance for. It to travel is 
greater. 

2. It's easier to hit the ball 
back the same direction from 
where it came. (In other 
words, it is more difficult to 
return a cross-court drive 
down-the-Une, than back 



cross-court.) 

3. A ball hit >on the rise 
(before the peak of its 
bounce) is normally hit with 
underspin, and tends to land 
shallow In the court 

Once you understand these 
three stratagems, you're on 
your way toward learning the 
science of anticipation 
(which is the prerequisite to 
having good footwork). 

Knowing tW*. plus the art of 
"sliding," wlU make you 
great. - 

Sliding is the tennis 
player's method of being 
noncommittal. Ibis makes It 
possible for him to change 
directions at the last moment 
without getting Ms feet en- 
tangled. 

The trick la to be moving in 
the direction you mink the 
ball will go (usually 
crosscourt). If you cross your, 
feet as you move, It's tough to 
reverse directions. So. you 
slide: feet together, step, feel 
together, step, etc., etc. • 

Once you determine where 
the ball Is going, you must get 
there quickly; position 
yourself so you're not too far 
or too dose, step forward, 
and hit it from a balanced 
position.: 

All this Is easier to do if you 
take short steps and a long 
stride into the ball And keep 
your shoelaces tied.

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A Misquoted Verse 
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By DONALD COLE- 
Moody Bible Institute, Chicago ■ 

One of the Bible's best-known verses is 
frequently misquoted. "For all have 
sinned, and come short of- the: glory of 
God'..".''.'"" (Romans 3:23). It should be 
admitted, of course, that no on deliberater 
ly jrnisquotes the text; what happens is that ■ 
the first word is dropped and the verse 
comes out "all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God." 

Now it's true that "all have sinned, and 
come short of the glory, of God." As it 
stands, that's a concise summary of man's, 
moral condition before God: We are 
sinners, and we fall short of His glory. But 
the apostle who said it did not intend to let 
it stand in isolation from other truths. In 
fact, his primary purpose was not to 
announce the fact of man's sin; he had 
already done that. He had something else 
to say - a great truth which could be 
missed by a reader who overlooked that 
first word in the text, "for." 

The word "for" is a word-bridge, a 
connective-one of the several used in the 
Bible and, of course, in. our everyday 
speech. It's purpose is to direct attention^ 
what precedes it, or to lead on toZa 
conclusion. In the text under consideration 
it directs attention to the preceding 
statement that^'there is no difference." 
There is no difference, Paul wrote, "for all 
have sinned and come short of the glory, of 
God." y. / • ^ 

But why did Paul say "There ispio 
difference"? What's the connectionrbe- 
tweenthat statement and his sweeping

condemnation of the entire human race? 
The answer is, to show that while nobody 
can save his soul on the basis of personal 
merit, all alike may be saved free of 
charge., If all have sinned and fall 
hopelessly short of God's requirements, 
everybody is in the same- fix. But Paul was 
not thinking of universal doom; he was 
thinking of God's unlimited mercy which 
He makesjwailable to everybody, not just 
a select. few. There is no difference: since 
nobody qualifies for salvation on the basis 
of personal merit, everybody must be 
saved in the same way; that is, on the basis 
of Christ's merits". 

That this is the thought dominating 
Paul's mind is clear from his use : of the 
little sentence "there is no difference." It 
is a thought-Bridge between two great 
facts : first, God's offer of acceptance to all 
who Wieve in Jesus Christ, and; second, 
man's sinfulness. Reverse the order and 
the idea is easily grasped : since all have 
sinned andcome short of the glory of God, 
there is no difference in people. Conse- 
quently, God's offer of salvation through 
faith is extended to everyone. All have 
sinned.^all may be saved freely, by Gocfs 
grace. , . 

That's a. great promise, but it is easily 
missed by those who misquote Romans 
3:23. It doesn't say only that "all have 
sinned, and come. short of the glory of 
God." Without that little connective, 
"for," the verse has a sound of doom. Read 
properly, H says that God knew all about 
the universal sinfulness of man, and 
decided to do something about it.. He sent 
His Son to redeem lost sinners, and offers 
Him toall who believe;, the good news.
